Newmarket, Qntario— 

Here I am in Newmarket, a 
manufacturing town in central 
Ontario, ninety miles nearer 
the Atlantic. Holstein, the home 
farm and the family are back 
in Grey County where I left 
them this morning The first 
lap of my trans-Canada tour is 
c/er.
